THE JAPANESE THE BETTER SHOTS 



Bnsaians Foni^ht With Desperation 
•nd the Japaneio With Confldflnce

Thirty RuHlant on Board the Stere-

London, Mareh SI.— Nothing has 
raaohed her* to coDlInn the report that 
a hattle haa taken place on the YalU| 
li) wblcb the Roeaiana oaptored l,800i 
prlBoners. 

{ A dispatch from Sf. Petersburg dat- 
ed Sunday laya there haa been no 
change In the eltnatlin and that all in 

4ulM on boUi land and sea between 
,1^0 Jtusslan line from Ping Yang to 
* the Yalu river and the Japanose llnei 
to Oensan. There have been slight 
sldrmlslies between scouts, but no bat'i 
tie haa taken places as the dlBtano(> 
between the opposing armlea Is great. 
The bulk of the Russian forces, the dis- 
patch adds, has not yet passed the Ya- 
lu river. 

A correspondent of the Times at 
New Chwang cables as folfoira: Ac- 
cording to Information received here 
the reason the Vladivostok forts did 

not reply to the bombardment by tho 
Japanese was because the batteries 
were not provided with guns. Since 
the bombardment, parties have been 
working night and day to place guns 
in position. The Russian losses were 
slight because the batteries were de- 
serted. 

A ccrrospondont of the Times with 
the Japanese forrefl, by wireless tele- 
graphy via Wei-Hai-Wei. under date 
of March SO, sends over a column of 
matter which Is mostly a description 
of the torpedo light between the Rus- 
sians and the Japanese on ^^a^ch 9. 

Ho confirms the fierceness of the 
contest The vessels were so close 
that the Russians threw charges of ex- 
plosives on to the bridge of one of the 
Japanese torpedo boat destroyers. 
These, however, failed to detonate. All 
the vessels engaged were more or less 
damaged. The Japanese losses were 
six killed and eight wounded. That 
the Russians were defeated. In spite 
ot the superior numbers, la due to the 
better shooting of the Japanese and 
the fact that the Russian vessels were 
armed with 3-pound guns while the 
armament of the Japanese ships was 
made up ot 6-pounders. . 

In reference to the fight of three 
hours which occurred later, the corre- 
spondent says the Russians foui^ht 
with desperation and the Japanese 
with conflilence born of their past vic- 
tories. One Russian commander was 
killed early In the fight A lieutenant 
then took command, only to fall, shot 
in both legs. The command devolved 
upon tho sub-lhnitonant, who also was 
killed after taking the wheel himself. 
When the coxswain fell this vessel was 
captured by the Japanese. The other 
Russian vessels escaped. On the Jap- 
anese side one destroyer was hit on 
the water line, two of her compart- 
ments were flooded and her qulckflrinR 
ammunition was wetted. This vessel 
retired from the action. Her offlcers 
escaped narrowly from a 12-pound shot 
which stmck the platform in front of 
the brldga. killing one man and sweep- 
ing the bridge with splinters. The 
same vessel received a .^-pound shot 
through the hull, but the damage was 
repaired within four days. 

A. Japanese lieutenant who boarded 
tha Bteregosohtchl said he had never 
seen a mora sickening alght. Thirty 
bodies, terribly mutilated by a shell, 
were lying on deck. As the Japanc.'^o 
approached, two Russian bloo jackets 
rushed from the conning tower, locked 
themselves in tha cabin aft, and re- 
fusad to come vat Two stokers jump- 
ed overboard, and were picked up. 
These, with two wounded men, were 
the only survivors of a crew of 55. 
When the StereguschtchI sank the men 
who were locked In tha cabin sank 
with her. 

The Japanese concentrated their Are 
first on the Rusnians' 12 pounner, and 
put it out of action early In the flsht, 
leaving her with only her S-pounders 
against their- own 12-poundera and 6- 
pound guns. The Japanese had three 
killed and four wounded. 

Describing the bombardment of Port 
Arthur on the same day, the corre- 
spondent asserts that more than 110 
shells fell in the town. The effect of 
the great shells from the 12-lnch guns 
mvmt hav a bean ^tpalllng.

Resolutions Adopted By a Camp of 
United Cenfederste Veterans. 

Grenada, Miss., March 21. — An anti- 
lyncbing crusade has been Inaugurated 
by the W. R. Barksdal^ Camp, United 
Confadarata Vataraaa, of thla dty. 
Tha fOUowing ail&illeant reaolutions 
war* tmanlmonsly adopted at a largely 
attended meeting of the camp:

Third, that we appeal In thundering 
tonea to all confederates, their wives 
and daughters, and to that great and 
glorious organization, the Daughters 
of tha Confederacy, one and all, to 
arlaa in thalr alght and by precept and 
exampla. vole* and pen, moral fbrce 
and Influence, help put a stop to this 
diabolical, barbarous, unlawful, inhu- 
man and ungodly crima of banlnf ha* 
man beings.

BURGLAR'S BULLETS. 



Sliot Two Policemen and Wounded 
Himself Bafbra Captured. 

New York, March 21.— While in pur- 
suit of a burglar Policemen Hugh J. 
Enright and Jacob Bachman were shot, 
tho former dying after being taken to 
a hospital, and tha latter being mor- 
tally wounded. The man who did the 
shooting and who ^ave the name of 
.Mi(lia(>l Priish, was captured after he 
had shot himself in the head. His 
wound is not serious. 

Brush and another man, who escap- 
ed, were detected robbing a bakery in 
Third avenue by a private watchman 
who raised an alarm. Enright and 
Bachman pursued Brush down East 
.^5th street. The fugitive fired at En- 
right, shooting him through the stom- 
ach, and a moment later rtiot Bach- 
man in tha stomach and leg. Other 
policemen took up the chase, and 
brought Brush to bay after he had ta- 
ken refuge In a cellar from which he 
fired a number of shots from two re- 
volvera at hie pursuers witl^ut effect, 
and then shot hlmaelf In 'the head. 
Brush was later identified as Jacob 
Hunter, who in 1001 was sentenced to 
two years in the penitentiary at Tren- 
ton, N. J., for burglary.

Chicago, March 21. — Fire Sunday 
night deatroyed the Union Traction 
Co.'8 car bama at Division street and 
Western avenue, causing a loss of 
$150,000. Five of the company's emr 
ployes, who were fighting the flames, 
befoie tho firemen arrived, were im- 
prisoned in tho burning structure by 
a falling roof and all ware painfully 
homed befora thay eonld ba reaonad. 
More than 60 street cars were burned. 
The building wr.s 260 feet long and 200 
feet wide. This Is the second of the 
Union Traction Oo.'s barns to burn 
within a week, and both fires are be- 
liewad to hava been of incaadiary ori-

Cleveland, Miss., March 21. — ^A mob 
nf maaked men stormed tha jail here, 
secured possession of Fayette Baiwyer 
and Burke Harris, two Negroes, charg- 
ed with the murder of Sid Klllum, a 
Negro porter, on a passenger train, and 
hanged him^ 



Grounded Off Cape La Hague In the 
Morning and Later Oama Inta Cat* 
IMan With the British Traop 
Ship Assays. 

Dublin, March 21. — Tha German bark 
Mona collided with the BhigUsh bark' 

Lady Cairns off Dublin bay Sunday 
morning. The Lady Cairns sank In a 
few minutes. Her crew of 22 were 
drowned. The Mona, which waa mucl^ 
damaged, waa aaslstad Into Dublin bar* 
bor. 

The Lady Cairns was a three-masted 
Iron ship of 1,186 tons. She was com- 
manded by Capt. T. Evans and was 
bound from Liverpool for Timaru, New 
Zealand. Sh^ waa built in Belfast in 
1869 and waa owned by Im. Tulloch, of 
Swansea. The Mona was commanded 
by Capt Schwarting and was last re- 
ported at Ardressan. 

Southampton, March 21. — The Amer- 
ican line steamship New York, Capt. 
Young, from New York, March 12, for 
Plymouth, Cherbourg and Southamp- 
ton, met with two mishaps Sunday, 
grounding off Cape La Hague, France, 
in the early morning, and later coming 
into collision in the English channel 
with the Peninsular and Oriental 
steamship Assaye, under contract to 
the British government and used as a 
troop ship, bound for Bombay with 600 
troops on hoard. 

The New York grounded while ap- 
proaching Cherbourg at 2:30 o'clock 
Sunday morning during a fog. The sea 
was smooth, however, and the tide was 
on the flood, and within an*hour and a 
half the vessel was floated witht)ut as- 
sistance. Her bottom was damaged 
and there was water in the holds, but 
she was able to proceed. 

During th« voyage up the channel a 
dense fni; descended. When off Hurst 
Castle, Kngland, the Assaye suddenly 
ai)peare(l and it was found imp(;ssil)le 
to avoid a collision. The New York's 
bow crashed into the Assaye's star- 
board bow, tearing a great gap in that, 
vessel. The New York's bowsprit and 
figure head were carried away, and the 
latter Was smashed into fragments. 

There was great excitement on both 
vessels. The boats of the Assaye were 
lowered and the troops were mustered, 
but the bulkhead of the troopehip 
saved her. Both vessels were able to 
ented Southampton; and the New York 
was docked at TcSO for temi)orary re- 
pairs. Nobody was Injured. It will be 
impossible to estimate the damage to 
the New York until she has been put 
into dry dock. 

It Is believed that both vessels have 
been somewhat seriously injured. An- 
other troopship will replace the 
Assaye.

QUARRBLBD OVER CAROiL 

Henry Kelly Shot and Killed Jarvey 
Jenaa, It la Alleged. 

Lexington, Ky., March 21. — In a sa- 
loon fight on Shibley's creek Henry 
Kelly, brother of the late Jim Kelly, 
shot and killed Jarvey Jones, brother 
of Claude B. Jones, of feud fame. The 
men quarreled over a card game. 

Jones fired several bullets among by- 
standers, none of them striking Kelly. 
The latter Immediately began slfoot- 
Ing. His first shot killed Jones. Kelly 
then fired voUajr after volley into bis 
lifeless form. 

Jones was known as one of the most 
desperate m( n in the mountains, hav- 
ing killed a dozen men. Iinnie'liately 
after the killing Kelly gave himself up 
to the ofiBcers. None of the bystanders 
were aarloualy UUyred, although Hen- 
ry Combs was shot through the left 
arm.

Boston, March 21. — \n eartluiiiake 
Monday morning caused a tremor 
throughout the entire eastern section 
of New England. Beginning at St 
John, N. B., the seismic vibrations 
traversed the state of Maine, causing 
some slight damage to buildings In Au- 
gusta, nangf)r and Portland. The 
shock was felt jilainly as far south as 
Staunton, In thi.s state. Reports from 
Manchester, N. H.. and Springfield. 
Mass., state that tha vlbrationa were 
felt distinctly In those two cities. 

Observers at the Harvard university 

astronomical observatory In Cambridge 
felt the shock. 

At Augusta, Me., lamp chimneys 
were broken and crockery waa smash- 
ed. The vibrations lasted several sec- 
onds and in nearly every Instance oc- 
curred about four minutes after 1 
o'clock.

Washington, March 21.— The present 
weak in the senate will be devoted al« 

most entirely to appropriation bills, 
beginning on Tuesday with that for 
tho District of Columbia and following 
with the Indian and pension bills. Nei- 
ther the District nor tha Indian bin 
haa been reported from committee, but 
both are promised early in the week 
and they will take precedence over the 
pension bill, notwithstanding the latter 
is now on the calendar. Tho pension 
bill is held tor possible additions made 
necessary by additional laglalatlon, but 
its consideration will not be long de- 
layed. It is not expected there will be 
any effort to Increase the amount car- 
ried by the bill on account of the re- 
cent executive pension order. What- 
ever sum may be required to carry the 
ordar Into <rftact will be Incorporat- 
ed in a general deficiency bill. Unob- 
jected bills on the calendar will be ta- 
ken lip Monday and further considera- 
tion may be given to Senator Fair- 
bank's bill providing for a new depart- 
ment building in this city. 

The post ottca^ the military academy 
and the sundiy civll appropriation bills 
constitute the work mapped out for the 
house this week. C)ii Monday the 
house adjourned early owing to the 
death of Representative Thompson, of 
Alabama. Tha post office bill is pend- 
ing and several knotty questions, such 
as rural (tik^ delivery salaries, railway 
mall subblilies and r;iilway mall serv- 
ice, are lilu ly to prolong its ( on>:i(lera 
tion for several days. The military 
academy bill is not expected to con- 
sume much time. The sundry civil 
bill probably will be ready the latter 
I)arf of the week, and its consiileration 
will extend into tlie following week. 
Present indications are that no other 
matters of importance are likely to be 
tajaeted into tha proceedings of tha 
week. The post office report will be 
cared for hereafter by the McCall com- 
tnittee which is to sit In open saesloft 
during the week.

THB TRUST EVIL. 

Congreesman Hearet of New York baa 
oliered a resolution providinx for an in- 
veatigation of the trust question by a 
committee of five membera of the Uouae. 
The resolntion containa ten clanaefl, re- 
citing the evil t irtctB of coniltinea upon 
the country, amooR tbtm being the fol- 
IowIdr: 

"Numerous illegal cornVjinatione, 
known as trueis, liave been fornuni to 
absorb or eliminate cnmpetilion and es- 
tablish virtual monopolies, with a view 
to controlling; proiiuction and niafog tha 
price of their products." 

"Such extort ioo^e trusts as the beef 
trust and coal trusts and the ice tiutt 
have arbitrarily increased tlic coitof the 
necessities of life to the public. 

"Such epeculntive trusts as the pliip 
yard trust and the eteel trust have ir.lUted 
their stock to iiuiny tiiiU'9 its actual 
value and sold to the public, transferring 
the people's money from banka and 
legitimate investments into the pockets 
of the trust promoters and specnlators." 

Industrial unrest has been fomented 
by increased coet of living and by the 
conaeqoant necaeaity of labor to maka ita 
wasea keep paoa with tha iocraaaed coat 
of living. 

Such trusts as the steel tmst, in spite 
of tha increaaad coot of living, have rath- 
laaaly cat down tb» wagea of hondrada of 
thooaanda of amidofaa in order to pay 
dividaoda on watntd atook, and other 
troata have wholly collapsed, throwing 
handreda of tboaaands of workmen out 
of employment. 

The purchasing power of the commu- 
nity has been diminished by the increas- 
ing demands of the trusts, by unsound 
and reprehens-iiile methods which have 
misled the people, swindled them and 
' robbf'd them of their savings. 

"All classes of the community are be- 
ing made to feel the evil inllacnce of tbe 
unrestrained greed and lawleaa practice 
of the trusts." 

Thia ia bat a mild recital of what tbe 
trn^ta have dona and are doing. Con-

The oonrt declarea the option 
valid and enforces specific compliance 
therewith, and also awarded damases. 
The plaintiffs won on every point. 

The action was for a specific perform- 
ance of contract. The court holds that 
Frisbie and his associates had complied 
with the conditiona set forth in the con- 
tract. That they went into Bracken 
County after makin;; an investigation as 
to thp probabilities of oil.gaa or minerals 
being fonod, took optlona on certain lands 
which gave them two years in whicli to 
prospect for said minerals, and ii oil, gas 
or oree could be found in their judgment 
that would pay to work, lessors would on 
demand make the said Frisbie and bis 
aaaociates or assigneea a deed to said oil, 
gaa and mineral privileges. 

It waa brought out that after Mr. Fris- 
dle had gone over and inspected several 
thousand adrea of land lying on tho 
North Fork cf the Licking river and 
tributaries and taking option on Hame, 
he located and sunk several teat wells in 
the territory, with gratifying results. A 
fine quality of xreen oil waa strnck at 
the unprecedented level of only sixty- 
three feet, well oveiflowed; another well 
at 400 feet level has 350 feet of oil in it ; 
other shallow wells with a fine showing 
of oil in them and a gaa well that has 
boon bumiag six to oichi feet high night 
and day for tiiraa montha— in no instance 
failing to find oil or gaa in every well 
located by him-^voviiig hia ability aa 
an oil expert and the reliability of his 
methods in locatiug oil.
